By the real test vote of 65 to 67, an amend- 
ment was inserted in the bill, through the in- 
atrumentality of Representatives Chiperneid 
an.

The amendment ie absolutely repudiated by 
the real friends of civil service, and is de- 
lieved by many to be deliberately unconsti- 
tional. It provides in one clause that each 
political party shall nominate not more than 
two candidates for the three commissioner- 
ships, and this is held tonight to be the littie 
joker which is aimed at the heart of the 
bill. 


Lee O’Neil Browne Delighted. 

There is not the slightest possibility that 
the senate will stand for the measure as 
amended today, and upon this basis of hope 
Browne turned to some of his chief satellites 
just after the vote on the decisive amendment 
and said: . 
“ Boys, we have done a great day’s work.” 
The chief amendments which were placed

Four appointive positions in each of the 
offices of elective state officers, and one

The decisive test came upon a motion made 
by Representative Hull to table an amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Perkins of Logan making 
the civil service. commissioners elective for 
a term of four years.

Holy Synod, Highest Ecclesiastical Au- 
thority in Ozar’s Dominions, Issues 
Edict—Head Represents Emperor. 


ST, PHTERSBURG, March 80.—The holy 


synod today issued an edict prohibiting Jews 


bearing Christian first names. 

The holy. governing synod of all the Rus- 
las is the highest ecclesiastical authority in 
the Russian church. Its chief procurator 
represents the emperor, who is the head of 
the church. 

The emperor never has claimed the rights of 
deciding theological and dogmatic questions 
and the procurator enjoye wide powers in 
church matters. 

Because of the close relation of the gov- 

ernment and church the holy synod has an 
influence amounting frequently to practical 
authority. 
However, on the Russian Easter day in 
1906 the emperor pubsehed a decree pro- 
claiming absolute religious liberty to all his 
subjects, thus removing important restric- 
tions that had up to that time been imposed 
upon the old believers and other dissenting 
gects, including Roman Catholics, Laither- 
ans, and Jews. 


SAYS NATIONS MUST INTERCEDE. 

That thé nations of the world will be forced 
to intercede in behalf of the Jews of Rus- 
sia is the opinion of Dr. Tobias Schanfarber, 
rabbi of K. A. M. temple in Chicago. The 
decree of the holy synod of Russia prohibiting 
Jews from bearing Christian names he de- 
clared last night to be the latest unexplain- 
able act of a country determined to drive the 
people from its boundaries. 

And where can they gor? he said. “A 
few with means can seek refuge in other 
countries. But the poor Germany does not 


want, Turkey does not want, England does, 


not want, and even America does not want, 
They have no place to go. The only solution 
is for the nations of the world to force Rus- 
sia away from this policy, all uniting simply 
from a sense of justice.“

Trish Leader Tells What Erin

GENTRY WOULD GIVE AID. 


Declares That a Financial Set- 
tlement with Great Britain 
Presents No Difficulties. 


LONDON, March 30.—John E. Redmond, 
leader of the Irish parliamentary party, in a 
statement in the Daily Mail on What Ire- 
land would be like under home rule,” predicte 
that it would be different from what the peo- 
ple expect. The existing political dissensiona, 
he says, would be replaced by economic, 
municipal. and educational questions, on 
which the lines of cleavage would quite 
different from the present day lines of po- 
litica] cleavage, 

Then probably, says Mr. Redmond, new 
classes of men would enter the political field 
to become members of the Irish parlament. 


Would Come from Gentry. 

Those who come first from the ranks of 
the Irish gentry, cultivated men with a stake 
in the country, who tofore had held aloof 
because they op the principle of home 
rule but who would be a great acquisition 
to the political Hfe and with whom the ques- 
tion of religion never would arise. 

In the second place they would be recruited 
from the ranks of thé business and commer- 
cial classes, owing to the industrial revival 
certain to follow the granting of home rule. 
Mr. Redmond considers that the question of 
the nationalisation of the railways would 
become an important means to this end. 


Would Lay All Bogies. 
With regard to the Protestant minority, 
the Irish leader says he is ready to accept any 
safeguards consistent with ordinary demo- 
cratic principies, but is convinced that twelve 
months of home rule would lay all such 
bogies forever. 
Lastly, Mr. Redmond thinks the idea that 
a financial settlement just to both Ireland 
and Great Britain would be a great difficulty 
is quite unfounded. On the contrary he Is 
convinced that investigation will show that 
the argument founded on finance is strong 
est of all in favor of home rule.

R. GALSWORTHY has suspected oc 
- casionalfy of special pleading in behalf 
of the ideas embodiéd in his plays. Not 
because he is unfair, precisely, but be- 
cause he is a fair man trying, under diffi- 
culties, to be fair. Now and then his impar-* 
tiality has had a suggestion of being forced and 
not (quite felt—he has, at times, revealed him- 
lf as somewhat less the cool, 
passionate critic of life than the y 
dignant propagandist who hates the ev 
which he writes, is. eager to have ot 
em; too, and so experiences: a little 


in hiding his spirit beneath the chill and austere 


surface of his method. 

But in “ Justice,” which is having a series of 
performances by the excellent amateurs at Hull 
house, he eschews this tendency almost entirely, 
and the result is a grimly veracious tragedy 
with an aim unjeopardized py any too apparent 
prejudice. The titie, of course, is tronically dis- 
ingenuous, with its implied sneer. Elsewhere, 
however, there is little trace of obtrusive an- 
tipathy against any person or anything and we 
see @ frank and sorrowful presentment of cer- 
tgin wrongs in modern life, compact, dramatic, 
persuasive, the best example of the old formula 
“a slice of life.” 

Thus, in dispensing with the usual advantages 
taken by the crusading dramatist, Mr. Gals- 
worthy makes the character who is the chief 
sufferer from the ills which he depicts, not a 
sympathetic figure, but a weak, furtive, dull 
young man, cowardly enough to try to shift the 
blame of his forgéry on a defenseleess fellow 
clerk. The employer who prosecutes him is not 
the vindictjve staple of such characters, but an 
honest, conventionally moral Englishman, who, 
after permitting the law to take its course as 
a matter of principle, relents at the end and 
is willing to overtook the fault. The prose- 
cutor’s argument is fairer than that of the 
counsel for the defense; the judge is manifestly 
just, and not able to reconcile dh conscience 
a plea for mércy which has a bs inimical to 
his idea of morality. The sentence he passes 
is in consonance with the prevailing system. In 
the prison the governor is found te be a kindly 
theorist who likes a man who tries to escape’ 
and his assistants, though sometimes unsym- 
pathetic, are not evil, Mr. Geleworthy gwerves 
a bit in his exhibition of the prisoners in soli- 
One of them is noble enough 
to refuse to make a promise that he fears he 
cannot keep, although the mére word would save 
him from the discomforts of a bread and water 
diet. But that is an excusable bid for sym- 
pathy. The fact is that Mr. Galsworthy is 
“square” in his argument, and to that quality 
in Justice may be attributed fts great infiu- 
ence against solitary confinement as a practice 
of the penal system of England. 


— 
The gee pe scene of the play is that in 
the thi which shows the young prisoner 
in the tortures of solita confinement. He 
has forged a check in order to save a woman 
from Pin brutality’ of her husband by eloning 
her to Australia, and he has been sentenced 
to a. period of preliminary punishment in soli- 
tude.

-A clamor on the outside finally hypnotizes 
him arid he creeps, inch by inch, toward the 
screened window. Suddenly he raises his clenched 
fists and flinging himself against the door, beats 
violently upon it as the curtain falls. It is sheer 
horror; and although Mr. Louis Alter, Wednes-

Kenyon Cox Asserte Conservatism 
Aids Painters’ Progress. 


NATIONAL SCHOOL AT HAND. 


Discusses ‘* Classic Spirit’ in Opening 
Seammon Lectures.

Kenyon Cox, painter of many public build- 
ing decorations throughout the country, au- 
thor of Old Masters and New.“ Painters 
and Sculptors and other important works 
on art, opened his course of Scammon lec- 
tures at the Art institute yesterday afternoon 
with a talk on The Classic Spirit.“ 

After tracing the classic tradition through 
the ages, the breaking of it through David 
and the French revo.ution, and the modern 
chaos of methods and aims Mr. Coa affirmed 
the superiority of American art of today over 
that of other nations. 


Big Chance for 3 

There ig still much to de done, he said. 
“Our art is far below what an art should 
be; far below what the art of the Renaissance 
was, or even that of France a century ago. 
But I belleve that it is the best art now being 
produced in the world, and of all now being 
produced it was the most in common with 
the great art of the past, and the largest 
promise for the art of the future.” 

A trip to Europe last summer strengthened 
thig opinion. It was not so much what I 
saw of modern painting as my study of the 
older art which made me feel the kinship to 
it of the art we are making here,” said Mr. 
Cox. The more I saw of the masterpieces 
of the Renaissance the more I felt the valid- 
ity of our best American work.“

New York, March 30.—[Special]—As soon 
as possible after the meeting of the National 
Monetary commission and its conference 
with the currency committee of the Ameri- 
can Banker's association, which hes been 
in progress this week at Washington, ex- 
Senator Nelson W. Aldrich of Rhode Island 
will begin the campaign of education which 
he regards as vital if public opinion is to be 
@o created that congress, perhaps before 
thé close of President Taft's administra- 
thon, will take up the subject. | 

Mr. Aldrich's health was improved by the 
vacation which he took in the South during 
the winter. Public speaking, such as he 
contemplates, involving a large 
since he will appear in many of thé leading 
cities of the United States thie sr} —will: 
probably be of benefit to him physigally and 
mentally. Having retired from political 
life, Mr. Aldrich feels that he-may now 
gpeak to the people, confident that there 
will be no suspicion that he has political or 
partisan ends to galn or that he is really 
speaking in behalf of the so-called “ money 
power of the United States. 


Approve Aldrich Plan. 

Mr. Aldrich was doubtless gratified to learn 
that the currency committee of the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ association on Monday unan- 
imously approved the fundamental and gen- 
eral features of the plan which he informally 
outlined a few months ago. The National 
Monetary commission, or at least the individ- 
ual members of the commission, are under- 
stood to look upon that plan with favor, hav- 
ing studied it closely, since Mr. Aldrich’s 
letter, which contained tentative suggestions 
of a plan for remodeling our currency and 
banking system, was published. 

In May the executive council of the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ association, which is a larger 
and more authoritative subordinate body of 
that association than the currency commit- 
tee, will hold its annual meeting at Nashville, 
Tenn. Should that council sustain the ap- 
proval given by the currency committee 
then, undoubtedly, the American Bankers’ 
association, at its annual meeting in Oato- 
ber, will give its formal approval to what is 
now described as the Aldrich plan, including 
the scheme for bringing state bankers into 
cooperation. 8 


Think Time Is Ripe. 

Members of the Monetary commission and 
of the American Banker's association, also, 
are convinced that the present year will 

prove to be a favorable time for public agi- 
tation having for its object the perfecting of 
our national banking and currency system. 
The chances are that a year or two hence 
the country will be so greatly absorbed in 
material activities. that business men will 
be able to find little or no time for the con- 
sideration of banking and currency reform. 

A. Barton Hepburn, high authority in the 
American Bankers’ association, who work- 
ed out a plan for currency. reform which 
wes laidd before the congress that met 
while the echoes of the panic of 1907 
were still lingering has reported thet busi- 
ness men of Europe are confident that they 
discover signs of a great outburst of world 
wide business, and commercial activity 
within the next two or three years, such as 
the nations of the earth have never known.

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FACE BUTTER MARKET GHOST; 
BUYERS AWAIT A REDUCTION. 


Chicago Dealers Fail to Move Stock at 
| Prevailing Prices, but No Change Is 
Made, However, in Quotations. 


Butter dealers at Chicago yesterday said 
they found it impossible move stock at 
prevailing prices, and predictions of a com- 
plete collapse of the market in the near future 
were freely made. With more fresh butter 
in stores and cellars than usually is to be 
found there in the middle of the producing 
season, dealers are carrying an enormous 
‘burden of storage stock and facing an im- 
pending increase of thousands of pounds a 
week in the current production.

BUCKET TRADING 
Tribunal Rules Occupation Is 


Lawful in the District 
of Columbia. 


DECISION IN CELLA CASE. 


Government Will Take Appeal to 
the Highest Resort if 
Necessary. 


Washington, D. C., March 30.—An attempt 
by congress to so closely define the offense 
of bucket shopping as to make it imprac- 
ticable in the District of Columbia has re- 
sulted in the complete failure of the legis- 
lation on the ground of unconstitutionality. 

Justice Wright 
court today decided the act referred to con- 
Stituted an unwarrantable interference with 
the right of a citizen to enter into contract 
relations and was therefore unconstitutional. 

The particular point of objection was that 


/@ person giving an order to a broker for a 


stock transaction, without the intent of deal- 
ing in margins, might be held to have vio 
lated the law if the broker without the knowl- 
edge of the client secretly made the transac- 
tion one of margin without the actual basis 
of a transfer of stock. 


Statute Only of Local Application, 

The statute is of local application only and 
does pot necessarily affect the actions which 
the department of justice has begun at many 
other potnts against alléged bucketshop op- 
erators, for the prosecution in those cases 
has been under the postal laws on the plain 
ground of fraud. 


Decision Given in Cella Case. 

The decision was given im the case of Ed- 
ward Altemus of Jersey City and Louis A. 
and Angelo Cella of St. Louis, who operated 
a so-called bucket shop under the title of the 
Standard Stock and Grain company. 

With twenty-six others they were indicted 
for conspiracy in operating a chain of bucket 
shops, one of which was located in Washing- 
ton. Six of the number pleaded guilty and 
were fined in sums aggregating $8,100. The 
remainder decided to fight the matter. 

The movements of the government leading 
up to the indictments were shrouded in se- 
crecy. On April 12, 1910, however, when in- 
dictments were obtained, raids on shops 
in seven cities were made simultaneously, 
wires were cut and customers were thrown 
into panic. Since then, according to Attor- 
ney General Wickersham, “bucket shopping 
has become a thing of the past east of Denver. 


Government Will Appeal. 

The government announced its intention to 
appeal from Justice Wright's decision. The 
attorney general, when informed of the find- 
ing, declared he would carry the question 
to, the Supreme court of the United States 
if necessary.. 

In the meanti he lew officers of the gov- 
ernment will watch carefully the progress 
of an appeal of others of the indicted “ bucket 
shoppers’’ now pending before Justice Gould 
ot the same court. This is not taken on con- 
stitutional grounds, but raises tecnnical ob- 
jectione.
